Exhibi- 
tors, who, without su¢h written permission, effect the sale of articles exhibited, 
or sell articles which are not stuted in the contract, will be deprived of their 
locality, and on account of the non-observance of these regulations, the managers 
of the exhibition will be entitled to remove the said articles at the expense and 
risk of the exhibitors, and otherwise dispose of the locality, the rent paid there- 
fore being retained by the authorfties of the exhibition.
